Empty Hours 


William Lyon Phelps, professor of English literature at Yale University, 
has a thought-arresting article in one of the big United States magazines. 
He considers the character-revealing value of our leisure hours and the 

«need of observing what we do with them if we are to have a real under- 
standing of one another. 

What does the average person do with shis leisure? he asks. For, 
“except in the rare instances of creative work, it is leisure alone that 
reveals or betrafs the man.” Dr. Phelps goes even so far as to say that “the 
use of leisure eventually determines the fate of an entire community, or of 
an entire nation.” He cites the fate of the Roman Empire, “destroyed, 
first, by too much leisure, second by the wrong use of it.” 

Throughout America nearly everybody works, if they can obtain em# 
ployment, but the signs of the times seem certainly to indicate the coming 
of more leisure, Will the increased hours of leisure be empty or filled? And, 
if filled, what will be the character‘of their filling? ‘ 

The writer, as a boy, worked ten hours 4 day, six days a week, at 
manual labor in a factory. There was little time for leisure, but he gained 
a portion of his education by snatching a couple of hours of study in the 
evenings. The 10-hour working day has passed. It faded away before organ- 
ized labor’s demand for- “eight hours to work, eight hours to sleep, eight 
hours to do with as you like.” 7 ‘ 

Now the 8-hour working day is gradually going into the discard. The 
growing demand of organized labor is for a 6-hour day and a five-day work- 
ing week. It is contended that in this machine age, with the many 
mechanical marvels of today, one man, working much shorter hours, can 
produce more than it was possible for several men working longer hours to 
produce even a few short years ago. And it’is true. And this development 
is given as one of the main causes of unemployment today. Hence, consider- 
able force attaches to the demand=fer a shorter working day.and fewer 
working days in order, if for no other reason, to provide work for a larger 
number of persons. Even on the farm, modern machinery is reducing the 
required number. of hours: and days of labor, and, consequently, in the 
number of men employed. : : 

All this means increased hours of leisure. What are we going to do with 
them? Have you ever stopped to check up just what you now do with 
your leisure? “The real business of life is Life.’ Men and women live in their 
minds. If leisure means laziness, if leisure means only bodily pleasures, if 
leisure means only attendance at games and sentimental pictures, the mind 
stagnates and leisure becomes a detriment not an advantage, a curse 
rather ‘than a blessing. : 

On the other hand if, by education and the increase of: refinement, as 
Dr, Phelps says, men gnd women will make a profitable use of their 
increased leisure, the coming generations will be more civilized and more 
happy than at any previous period in their history. 

It is within the compass of every person to become a “personality,” to 
be in some degree different from others. The process is a mental one; the 
product the*outgrowth of how the leisure hours ‘are spent. 

The happiest, people, concludes Dr. Phelps; “are those who think the 
most interest‘ng thoughts. Interesting thoughts live only in cultivated minds. 
Those who decide to use leisure as a means of mental development, who 
love good music, good books, good pictures, good plays at the theatre, good 
company, good conversation—what are they? They are the happiest people 
in the world; they are not only happy in themselves, they are the cause of 
happiness in others.” 5

Recipes For This Week

j COFFEE CHIFFON PIE 

3 egg yolks. 

3 egg whites, 

| 1 cup sugar. 

| 3 tablespoons brewed coffee. 

3 tablespoons lemon juice or 

6 tablespoons orange juice. 

Beat yolks with % -cup sugar, add 
coffee and fruit juice, cook in double 
| boiler until thick. Beat egg whites 
“until stiff, add %4 cup sugar, fold into 
| the cooked mixture while very hot. 
Pour at once into baked pie shell and 
brown in oven. 


TOMATO-RAISIN CONSERVE 


2 quarts fresh, ripe tomatoes. 
4 sour apples (peeled, cored, 
cubed). 

2 lemons (cubed), 

2 pounds of sugar. 

6 sticks of cinnamon. 

1 tablespoon whole cloves. 

2 pieces ginger root. 

1 small piece of mace. 

(tie spices in cheese cloth bag.) 

Boil all ingredients except sugar 
until & thick mass is obtained. Add 
sugar slowly and boil about 15 min- 
utes, or until jelly stage is reached, 
which is when the mass sheets from 
the side of the spoon.

Great Britain is thinking of trade 
conferences as she never thought be- 
fore, in the opinion of J. H. Woods, 
of Calgary, as expressed in an ad- 
dress before the Vancouver board of 
trade recently. Mr. Woods is president 
of the Canadian Chambers of Com- 
merce, 

Mr. Woods related his impressions 
of the meeting this year in London, 
England, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Imperial Press con- 
ference, 

“We met our brothers from all 
parts of the Empire,” he said, “all 
devoted with single heart to one 
common cause, the preservation and 
maintenance of our Empire, the 
building of closer relations and deep- 
er affection among its members, the 
safeguarding of it against attack 
from without.” 

“Never in my life,” he continued, 
“have I seen such forceful unity of 
mind and heart as in England in 
the last few months. Business men 
from Canada, australia, South 
Africa, New Zealand, and from the 
seattered possessions of the crown, 
showed themselves determined with- 
out exception that in some form or 
other, this empire will stand togeéth- 
er in its fiscal policy and present to 
any nation or group of nations that 
may combine in commercial opposi- 
tion to it, a common determination 
and a unified policy. ; 

“Difficulties there will be, difficul- 
ties that seem at first insurmount- 
able, instances of thought lying be- 
tween us that appear impassable. In- 
terests and necessities with each of 
us that appear insuperable, and yet 
we know that by working together, by 
willingness to mutual sacrifice for one 
another and by the heavy spur of 
necessity which confronts us, these 
obstacles can and will be overcome,”

1931 Census | nougies Fir Of British Columbia | U.S. Ambassador Dawes Speake On 


Much Useful Information To Bo

One of the first duties to which the 
Hon. H. H. Stevens will give his at- 
tention is the settling of the plans 
and arrangements for the 1931 cen- 
sus. The takinng of the census is one 
of the most extensive acts carried Gut 
in any country, and although the ac- 


tual count will not be made until 


June 1 next, preparations are fully 
under way. 

The more important matters calling 
for decision are the general lines 
which the census will follow, settling 
once and for all some of the most 
important measurements by which 
the national business must be trans- 
acted for another ten years. In Can- 
ada the decennial census is broadly 
limited to two great subjects (1), 
population, and (2) agriculture. For 


- industry and many other subjects 


the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has now satisfactory machinery dis- 
tinct from the census. 

On the subject of population, a 
number of useful questidhs will pro- 
bably be asked. It has already, been 
determined to include among these 
certain questions which will permit 
a scientific study to be made of the 
whole problem of seasonal and 
periodic unemployment in Canada. 
This is a new departure, though the 
recent United States census affords 
& precedent, and its results will un- 
doubtedly be of permanent value. 
Another new feature is the collecting 
of a list of trading establishments of 
all descriptions which will subse- 
quently be used as basis for a 
thorough investigation into internal 
trading activities in Canada. 

It is hoped also to make a be- 
ginning through the population cen- 
sus of certain social problems, not- 
ably. those connected with charitable, 
correctional and other institutions. 

In the case of agriculture, the 
schedule will be much more com- 
plete than ever before. On these 
and various other aspects announce- 


ment may bé expected from the

All such pre- 
parations will virtually have to be 
completed during the early autumn,

Greatest Advantage Over U.S. Is ‘In 
Overseas Commerce, Says 
Dean Brock 

Canada's greatest advantage over 
the United States im foreign trade is 
the attitude of mind of its citizens 
to overseas commerce, an outlook 
ehgendered by the : British precept, 
“Ships, Colonies and Commerce.” 
This was the keynote of an address 
by Dean R. W. Brock, of the Univer- 
‘sity of British Columbia, before the 
annual meeting of the Dominion 
Mortgage and Investments Associa- 
tion at Vancouver. 

The termini of Canadian transpor- 
tatién systems are not in Vancouver 
and Halifax, Dean Brock said. “They 
are in the ports of Europe and ‘the 
Orient.” 

The speaker enumerated factors 
which must be considered in estimat- 
ing what population a country could 
support, and chief among these, he 
said, was the character of the people. 

“Sometimes I think that it would 
be far better if we heard less about 
our great resources and more about 
the brains, energy and intelligence 
of our people,” he said.

tion was that of a great rich land 
lying in the most desirable position 
between Atlantic and Pacific.

Whitefish Supply Assured 


Fry Distributed In Lakes Of the 
Prairie Provinces” 

Disttribution of whitefish fry from 
Prarie. Province hatcheries of the 
Fish Culture division of the Domin- 
ion Department of Fisheries for the 
1930 season has been more than 28 
per cent. larger than the 1929 out- 
put, or a total of 217,114,000. The 
fry have been distributed, in the 
free-swimming stage, in the waters 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and 
Alberta, thus increasing the future 
supplies of whitefish in these prov- 
inces. : ; 

Whitefish eggs are handled at 
four western hatcheries: Gull Har- 
bor, Manitoba;. Winnipegosis, Mani- 
toba; Fort Qu'Appelle, Saskatch- 
ewan; and Lesser Slave Lake, Al- 
berta. The largest distribution this 
season was from the Lesser Slave 
hatchery, 70,671,000 fry. From the 
Winnipegosis plant, 66,733,000 fry 
were distributed; from Gull Harbor, 
65,100,000, and from Fort Qu’Appelle, 
14,610,000, 

The Gull Lake 
handles pickerel and during the 
Season just past, 8,274,000 pickerel 
fry from this establishment were 
placed in waters in various parts of 
Manitoba.

Report On Immigration 


| Saskatchewan Commission Submits 
Its Report On Immigration 
Matters 


While some inflow of immigration 
must be permitted “if we are to 
maintain a biologically and economic- 
ally sound condition of rural popula- 
tion,” such immigration must ‘be un- 
der strict control, effective checks | 
and proper safeguards, provincial as 
well as federal, 

This statement is the keynote of | 
the report of the Saskatchewan Royal 
Commission on Immigration and Set- 
lement submitted by Premier J.-T. 
M. Anderson, and by him released | 
for publication, Thursday, September 
18. 


Because the “reserves of unutilized |

type and that those newcomers who 
penetrate the _ restrictive barriers 
shall have a reasonable chance of 
making good. 

Upon the premise that rural popu- 
lation is a “sine qua non” so far as 
Saskatchewan is concerned, and upon 
decisions reached after a thorough 
study of the 52 volumes of evidence 
collected in the examination of 476 
witnesses at forty sittings, one of 
which was held extra-provincially 
(at Winnipeg), and of a mass of per- 
tinent data, the Commission bases a 
Series of correlated recommendations 
creating a complete mechanism for 
the control of immigration and the 
regulation of settlement, Personnel of 
the Commission which began its 
work, January 80, 1980, and closed 
its public sessions, June 3, was: 
Prof. W. W. Swanson, chairman; P. 
H. Shelton, vice-chairman; T, John- 
ston, G. C. Neff and A. R. Reusch, 


The Commission's recommenda- 
tions are submitted under five head- 
ings: A—the Machinery of Control; 
B—Immigration Agencies and Their 
Licensing; C—Classes of Immigrants 
In a Broad Order Of Preference; D— 
Methods of Land Settlement and A: 
ter-Care; and E—General Recommen- 
dations dealing with matters ger- 
mane to the subject studied and de- 
signed to promote the development 
of the land and other resources of the 
province, . 

Saskatchewan being an agricultur- 
al province,. the recommendations 
deal essentially and predominantly 
with agriculture and land settlement 
and, in the wording of the report, 
“attempt to lay down certain princi- 
ples of control, intended to provide 
for the maximum freedom of immi- 
gration, limited by the legitimate de- 
sire of the people of this province 
to maintain: a general standard of 
pecan satisfactory to their ambi- 
tions.” 7 : 

The Commission makes no recom- 
mendation with respect to a quota 
law. Definite prohibitions are recom- 
mended, however, with respect to 
single agricultural workers and 
members of non-agricultural groups, 
save and except they have sufficient 
capital (estimated as from $1,000 to 
$5,000) to establish themselves either 
in agriculture or ind .

Federal Advisory Board 


Realizing that co-operation is ea- 
sential between the provincial and 
Federal Governments to make con- 
trolled immigration effective, the 
Commission suggests the establish- 
ment of a Federal Board to. meet 
from time to time to consider and 
recommend policies, of immigration 
and settlement. This Board, it is 
Suggested, should be representative 
of every province Canada, each 
provincial representative being em- 
powered to .state the numbers and 
classes of immigrants required by his 
particular province. 


Under the Commission's plan, 


activities of the province would be 
vested in the Minister of TImmigra- 
tion and Natural Resources, with a 
Provincial Council consisting of the 
Deputy Ministers of Natural Resourc- 
es, Agriculture and Labor to control 
the flow of immigration and settle- 
ment in conjunction with the provin- 
cial representative on the Federal 
Board. 


With provision thus made for de- 
termining the demand and limiting 
the flow, the Commission then recom- 
mends that, for purposes of supply 
and consistent with its avowed de- 
sire to'encourage British immigration, 
a Saskatchewan Bureau should be es-' 
tablished in London; England, with a 
representative of the Provincial 
Council in charge. This Bureau would 
handle all .matters of immigration’ 
affecting the province so far as they 
can be supervised in London, and 
would also co-operate with other 
governmental representatives in mat- 
ters affecting trade and commerce. 

Affirming that “in many cases 
errors in past immigration policy 
have caused an influx of settlers not 
only not able to bear their share of 
public and social services, but who 
have become a charge on the public 
funds,” the Commission states: ‘the 
cure for that, however, {s, in our 
opinion, not to insist on a complete 
cessation of immigration, but on 
safeguards intended to provide that 
only as many: settlers shall be ad- 
mitted, only of such t , and only 
on such conditions, that our rural 
populations shall continue to expand, 
but only by. the addition of those who 
may be, expected rapidly, to assume 
their share in the upkeep of social 
and public services.” 

The Commission, therefore, in the 


under its recommendations, advo- 
cates a definite preferential. sequence 
in relation to provincial immigration 
activities. It recommends that first 
efforts should be made to provide for 
the settlement on the land of persons 
now resident ‘in Saskatchewan. Next, 
it suggests that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment should aid, to the extent of 
one-half of their transportation ex- 
penses to Canada, in the repatriation 
of Canadians now resident in the 
United States to the several prov- 
inces from which they emigrated. 
Then, it recommends that every en- 
couragement should given to Bri- 
tish immigration and that the British 
Government be invited to assist in 
devising schemes for such a move- 
ment and in providing financial aid 
for carrying them out. As stated pre- 
viously, state aid with the noted ex- 
ceptions, is frowned upon.

It is furth- 
er recommended that immigration 
agencies be permitted to b ng in 
“leasehold or partial. payment pur- 
chase settlers” on condition that the 
agency provides the five-year guar- 
antee to which reference already has 
been made.

Licensing Of Agencies : 

With regard to the licensing of im- 
migration and colonization agencies, 
the report states that “there can be 
no question that the greatest nm- 
cies in the settlement of Western 
Canada in the past have been the 
two great railway systems and we 
fully anticipate that this condition 
will continue.” The Commission, 
however, urges that the greatest 
care be exercised in the granting of 
immigration agency licenses and 
recommends seals or aeiveeer se so- 
cleties. not capable of c on ac- 
tual settlement being permitted to 
operate as agencies. It states further 
that “immigration and land settle- 
ment as a whole should not be re- 

rded as a proper source of profit 
or those who might be tempted to 
exploit the newcomer or to create 
a class of discontented settlers in the 
province.” . 

The Commission places a 
value on Canadian citizenship in its 
recommendations with regard to 
naturalization,. the importance of 
which it stresses. It is urged that the 
Dominion Government be requested 
to compel naturalization of immi- 
grants who have resided in Canada 
for a period of seven years. Educa- 
tion as a factor in the assimilative 
process comes in for some attention. 

Touching on natural resources 
other than agricultural land, the 
Commission suggests that lands car- 
rying merchantable timber be with- 
drawn from settlement and adminis- 
tered as forestry lands. It also favors 
a policy of afforestation, and urges 
the Government to consider the pro- 
vision of better markets for Pele 
wood in districts where it is available 
and, if feasible, by the construction 
of a pulp mill. 

The Commission also considered 
sympathetically, the relation of the 
mo r and mortgagee in connec- 
tion with farm ec go eg where the 
settler has encountered difficulties.
